WASHINGTON  -  On  the  eve  of 
President  Ford’s  economic  summit,  the 
central  question  remained:  who  should 
pay  the  costs  of  fighting  inflation? 

The  question  was  raised  repeatedly 
during  the  10  presummit  meetings, 
especially  by  representatives  of  poor, 
elderly  and  fixed-income;  groups  who 
believe  they  already  have  been  hurt 
enough  by  inflation. 

They  are  not  the  only  ones  who  have 
suffered,  however.  Alan  Greenspan,  the 
chairman  of  the  President’s  Council  of 
Economic  Advisers,  cited  at  one 
conference  the  plight  of  Wall  Street. 
Statistically,  Greenspan  said,  Wall  Street 
has  been  hit  the  hardest  by  inflation. 

The  New  York  Stock  Exchange 
extimates  the  market  value  of  stocks 
registered  on  the  Big  Board  has  declined 
by  $332  billion  since  1972,  more  than 
one-third  of  the  total  market  value  of  the 
stocks  listed  on  the  exchange. 


The  housing  industry  is  in  its  most 
depressed  state  in  years,  with  housing 
starts  about  half  of  what  they  were  a  year 
ago.  Inflation  has  cut  wage  earners’  real 
income  five  per  cent  in  the  past  year. 
Food  prices  are  nearly  1 5  per  cent  higher 
than  a  year  ago. 

White  House  Press  Secretary  Ron 
Nessen  said  on  Thursday  that  Ford  has 
made  no  decision  on  possibly  reviving 
wage-price  guidelines,  but  remains 
adamantly  opposed  to  controls. 

Nessen  also  said  possible  tax  cuts  for 
lower  bracket  wage-earners  was  under 
study,  but  that  any  cuts  presumably 
would  have  to  be  offset  elsewhere  to 
preserve  the  balanced  budget  Ford  plans 
to  present  in  January. 

At  the  presummits,  some  have 
proposed  budget  cuts  at  the  Department 
of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare,  moves 
that  would  mean  less  money  for  social 
programs,  including  welfare  and  health 
benefits. 

If  the  Pentagon  budget  is  cut,  it  could 
result  in  job  layoffs  and  higher 
unemployment  in  the  defense  industry. 


Even  without  budget  cuts,  the 
administration  expects  a  steady  rise  in 
unemployment  from  the  current  5.4  per 
cent  rate  to  around  6  per  cent. 

Nessen  said  L.  William  Seidman, 
executive  director  of  the  summit, 
reported  general  agreement  among  those 
at  the  preliminary  hearings  that  wage 
rates  were  not  the  principal  cause  of 
inflation,  but  that  “a  wage  price  spiral 
could  be  a  real  problem  if  something  is 
not  done  soon.” 

Chairman  Arthur  Burns  of  Federal 
Reserve  Board  has  urged  creation  of  a 
public  service  employment  program  that 
would  creat400,000  jobs  at  a  cost  of  $4 
billion,  to  be  trigered  when  the 
employment  rate  hits  6  per  cent. 

The  program,  however,  is  opposed  by 
some  within  the  administration,  including 
Treasury  Secretary  William  E.  Simon  and 
White  House  Economic  Counsellor 
Kenneth  Rush.  They  assert  the  program 
would  be  too  costly  and  would  in  itself 
fuel  inflation. 

Ford  is  expected  to  attend  virtually  the 
entire  summit,  said  Nessen.

A  proposal  to  install  more 
free  phones  on  campus  was 
one  of  the  motions  which 
received  favorable  support  of 
ASBYU  Officers  in  Thursday’s 
executive  council  meeting. 

The  proposal  was  approved 
to  install  two  additional 
phones  in  the  Harold  B.  Lee 
Library  and  another  in  the 
Widtsoe  Building. 

A  monthly  charge  of  $25  on 
each  phone  will  be  absorbed 
by  the  ASBYU  budget,  which 
is  already  paying  for  three 
other  free  phones  on  campus. 

ASBYU  Pres.  Reid  Robison 
said,  “This  is  one  proposal  that 
comes  before  the  council  that 
affects  every  student  at  one 
time  or  another.  The  service  is 
beneficial  and  will  cost 
students  only  three  cents  a 
year.”  The  phones  will  be 
installed  within  two  to  three 
weeks,  he  said. 

In  a  review  of  the  ASBYU 
budget,  Frank  Wirig,  finance 
vice  president,  reported  that 
$8,000  had  already  been  spent

Not  long  after  the  budget 
report,  a  proposal  to  allocate 
$7  95  for  a  community 
newsletter  from  the 
Ombudsman  office  died  on  the 
floor.

“Looking  at  the  concept  and 
potential  impact  behind  the 
newsletter,  I  feel  justified  in 
asking  for  the  allocation  of 
funds,”  said  Henrie. 

Although  the  proposal  did 
not  pass,  the  Ombudsman 
office  does  maintain  a  budget 
of  $590  with  which  it  can 
produce  some  issues  of-  the 
newsletter. 

A  straw  vote  by  the 
Executive  Council  indicated 
that  after  a  successful  trial 
period  of  about  two  months 


the  council  would  approve  the 
publication. 

In  other  council  business,  a 
proposal  to  send  1 2  delegates 
to  a  leadership  conference  in 
Denver  at  a  cost  of  $854  was 
tabled  until  the  proposal  could 
be  brought  before  the  budget 
committee. 

Also  tabled  was  a  proposal 
to  allocate  funds  for  a  portable 
sound  system.  After  some 
discussion,  it  was  decided  that 
more  investigation  was  needed 
before  action  could  be  taken. 

Dave  McDougal,  president  of 
the  Student  Development 
Association  (SDA),  was  also 
present  at  the  council  meeting 
to  tell  of  the  plans  and 
progress  of  his  organization. 

The  SDA,  which  has  the 
purpose  of  raising  funds  for 
the  new  library  addition  and 
other  church-oriented 
programs,  received  full  support 
and  cooperation  from  the 
council.

until  Elliott  freed  him  on  bail 
last  Feb.  11.

TAN  PHU  HAMLET 
Vietnam  (AP)  -  A  shallow 
grave  yielded  a  set  of  bones 
when  searchers  dug  where  the 
old  man  had  pointed.  He  said 
he  had  buried  an  American 
there  after  a  battle  of  the  1 968 
Tet  offensive. 

The  find,  in  a  quiet  tapioca 
patch  three  miles  from  the 
center  of  Saigon,  gave  U.S. 
authorities  a  chance  to 
establish  the  fate  of  another  of 
the  880  Americans  missing  and 
believed  dead  in  South 
Vietnam. 

Progress  has  been 
frustratingly  slow  for  the  Joint 
Casualty  Resolution  Center.  It 
has  resolved  304  cases  since 
the  Vietnam  “cease-fire”  20 
months  ago,  but  has  more  than 
2,200  yet  to  go  in  the 


Southeast  Asia.  So  far  the  Viet 
Cong  and  Pathet  Lao  have 
permitted  no  recoveries  from 
their  growing  territory. 

The  report  had  gone 
unheeded  until  two  weeks  ago. 
Then  the  Resolution  Center’s 
Saigon  team  went  into  action. 
Proceeding  cautiously  ever 
since  an  American  captain  died 
in  an  ambush  eight  miles  from 
Tan  Phu  last  December,  the 
center  asked  a  militia  squad  to 
make  sure  the  area  was  secure, 
and  American  officials  waited 
at  a  nearby  police  station 
while  a  recovery  team  went  in. 

Spades  unearthed  a  Viet 
Cong  canteen,  raising  the 
possibility  that  this  was 
another  false  alarm.  But  after 
the  lab  expert  with  the  team 
saw  the  size  of  the  bones,  he 
took  the  discovery  seriously.

The  chrome  rims  are  the  only 
wheels  available.” 

Washburn  said  he  values  the 
business  of  the  university  so  he 
absorbs  the  difference  of  the 
cost  between  plain  wide  rims 
and  chrome  rims  himself.  The 
difference  is  only  a  few 
dollars,  he  said.

LONDON  -  Britain’s  Labor  government  split  on  Thursday 
over  the  nation’s  future  in  the  European  Common  Market  in  a 
dispute  that  endangered  Prime  Minister  Harold  Wilson’s  election 
drive. 

A  secdnd  senior  minister,  Roy  Jenkins,  announced  he  would 
quit  the  cabinet  if  his  party  pulls  Britain  out  of  the  nine-nation 
economic  community.  Home  Secretary  Jenkins  was  echoing  a 
warning  given  Wednesday  by  Shirley  Williams,  the  minister  in 
charge  of  consumer  affairs. 

Almfost  immediately  another  member  of  Wilson’s  team, 
market  opponent  Peter  Shore,  hit  back  with  a  point-by-point 
criticism  of  the  terms  of  Britain’s  membership  in  the  Common 
Market.  He  argued  Britain  is  paying  an  unfairly  high  price  for 
belonging.  He  claimed  the  community’s  farm  policy  is  in  a 
“continuing  shambles.” 


Witnesses  criticize  Rockefeller 


WASHINGTON  -  Nelson  A.  Rockefeller  was  criticized 
Thursday  by  ' Senate  witnesses  who  claimed  his  wealth  and  his 
handling  of  such  issues  as  abortion  and  the  Attica  prison  revolt 
make  him  unfit  for  the  vice  presidency. 

Members  of  the  Senate  Rules  and  Administration  Committee, 
who  reportedly  are  ready  to  recommend  Rockefeller’s 
confirmation,  asked  polite  questions  and  gave  no  indication  the 
criticism  would  change  their  positions. 

Angela  Davis,  a  co-chairperson  of  the  National  Alliance 
Against  Racial  and  Political  Repression,  called  Attica  “one  of 
the  most  wanton  massacres  in  the  history  of  the  United  States.” 
She  said  Rockefeller  is  responsible  for  the  43  deaths  and  80 
injuries  that  occurred  as  a  result  of  the  uprising. 


Bruce  to  be  U.S.  NATO  ambassador 


WASHINGTON  —  President  Ford  announced  Thursday  he  is 
nominating  David  K.E.  Bruce  to  be  U.S.  ambassador  to  NATO 
and  Gen.  Fred  C.  Weyand  to  be  the  Army’s  chief  of  staff. 

Bruce,  former  envoy  to  Britain,  West  Germany  and  France, 
has  served  as  chief  of  the  American  Liaison  Office  in  Peking 
since  May  1,  1973. 

White  House  press  secretary  Ron  Nessen  said  the  Bruce 
nomination  “demonstrates  our  commitment  to  the  continuation 
and  strengthening  of  ties”  with  Europe  and  NATO. 


Destroyer  explodes  In  Black  Sea 


ISTANBUL,  Turkey  —  A  Soviet  guided  missile  destroyer 
exploded  and  sank  on  a  trial  cruise  in  the  Black  Sea  in  what 
could  be  the  worst  peacetime  naval  disaster  ever  recorded, 
Turkish  authorities  said  Thursday. 

Turkey’s  semi-official  Anatolia  news  agency  said  there  were 
no  survivors,  but  gave  no  indication  of  how  many  men  were 
aboard.  Jane’s  Fighting  Ships,  the  authoritative  British 
publication,  shows  that  a  comparable  American  destroyer 
carries  about  350  men.

In  a  discussion  today  on 
“Republic  vs.  Democracy,” 
two  BYU  professors  agreed  on 
this  point. 

Dr.  Hyram  L.  Andrus, 
professor  of  religion,  argued 
that  the  republican  system 
should  be  maintained  because 
it  is  the  closest  possible  system 
:to  the  government  of  Zion,  as 
set  forth  in  modem  revelation. 

The  republican  system,  in 
which  leaders  chosen  for  their 
| ability  make  laws  to  govern 
'the  people,  approximates  the 
theocracy  that  will  govern 
Zion,  Andrus  said. 

Dr.  H.  Carlton  Marlow, 
professor  of  history,  argued 
that  the  original  republican 
.government  established  by  the 
founding  fathers  has  been  and 
should  continue  to  be  changed 
along  more  democratic  lines. 

He  cited  examples  of 
changes  that  have  been  made 
in  the  Constitution  to  remove 
restrictions  on  voting  and 
holding  offices. 

Marlow  described  what  he 
termed  as  “a  revitalization  of 
conservatism  in  America”  in 
the  1950s.  During  this  period, 
he  said,  many  Latter-day 
Saints  became  eaught  up  in  the 
movement  to  associate 
republicanism  with  religious 
philosophy.

BODY  LANGUAGE

Q.  My  roomate  has  mononucleosis.  The  doctor  said  she  didn’t 
have  to  go  to  the  hospital  so  I’m  scared  I  might  be  infected. 
How  contagious  is  mononucleosis?  Also,  my  boy-friend  wants 
to  know  if  there  is  any  substance  to  the  rumor  that  more  comes 
from  kissing? 

A.  Mononucleosis  is  a  disease  caused  by  a  contagious  virus.  It  is 
common  throught  the  country  either  sporadically  or 
epidemically  affecting  individuals  usually  between  the  ages  of 
10  and  35.  Since  it  is  contagious,  it  would  be  wise  to  take 
precautions  as  you  would  with  any  other  infectious  disease.  It  is 
thought  to  be  transmitted  by  respiratory  droplets  via  the  mouth 
and  nose,  so  kissing  someone  on  the  lips  who  is  carrying  the 
mononucleosis  virus  would  be  a  possible  way  of  catching  the 
disease.  Whether  a-  person  would  catch  it  or  not  from  a 
roommate  depends  upon  his  or  her  health  status. 

Q.  Is  yellow  jaundice  the  same  as  hepatitis  and  what  are  the 
symptoms  associated  with  yellow  jaundice? 

A.  No,  jaundice  is  not  the  same  as  hepatitis.  It  is  one  of  the 
results  of  hepatitis  (inflammation  of  the  liver).  Jaundice  results 
when  there  is  interference  with  the  excretion  of  bile 
(breakdown  products,  of  worn-out  red  blood  cells)  through  the 
liver  to  the  intestinal  tract.  Jaundice,  then,  may  be  due  to  a 
rapid  breakdown  of  red  blood  cells  where  the  liver  cannot 
excrete  the  waste  rapidly  enough.  Jaundice  may  also  be  caused 
by  drugs,  infections  or  hereditary  diseases  that  cause  the  liver  to 
malfunction.  Or,  it  may  be  due  to  a  blockage  by  a  stone  or 
cancer  of  the  ducts  that  connects  the  liver  to  the  intestinal  tract. 
The  bile  is  then  deposited  throughout  the  body  and  this  is  what 
gives  the  person  the  yellow  eyes,  pumpkin-colored  skin  and 
“coke”-colored  urine.  Marked  itching  of  the  skin  is  a  common 
complaint. 

Q.  I  am  married  and  plan  to  start  a  family  soon.  However,  I 
am  not  certain  if  I’ve  had  German  measles.  Is  there  some  way 
this  can  be  determined? 

A.  Yes,  at  the  BYU  Health  Center  a  blood  test  called  the 
Rubella  antibody  titer  will  determine  if  you’ve  ever  had 
Rubella.  If  the  test  shows  you’ve  never  had  Rubella,  then  the 
vaccination  can  be  given,  but  pregnancy  must  be  delayed  at  least 
three  months  after  the  vaccine  is  given.

NEW  YORK  (AP) 
Representatives  of  the  world’s 
Roman  Catholic  bishops  are 
meeting  at  the  Vatican  to 
consider  what  seems  a  tame, 
safe  subject  —  “evangelization 
in  the  modern  world.” 
Actually,  it’s  potential 
dynamite. 

Controversies  about  its  aims 
and  methods  have  swirled 
throughout  Christianity 
recent  times  among  Protestant, 
Eastern  Orthodox  a 
Catholic  churches. 

An  underlying  issue  is  1 
relative  extent  to  which 
church  efforts  should  be 
exerted  toward  saving  people 
from  personal  non-belief 
from  social  oppression. 

Both,  to  varying  degrees,, 
have  become  part  of  church 
efforts  -  to  free  people  both 
from  lack  of  faith  and  from 
the  bondage  of  injustice. 

Although  the  church  bears  a 
“transcendant  message,”  it  is 
“also  one  aimed  at  the  total 
liberation  of  the  person  and  of 
society  in  its  political, 
economic  and  social  aspects,” 
says  an  intercontinental  group 
of  American  bishops.

The  source  said  several 
persons  may  be  involved  and 
said  news  of  the  threats  was 
withheld  from  the  public  to 
give  agents  a  better  chance  to 
protect  the  children. 

Sen.  Kennedy  has  three 
children,  Kara  Anne,  14, 
Edward  M.  Kennedy  Jr.,  13, 
and  Patrick  Joseph,  7. 

The  only  Kennedy  child 
normally  receiving  Secret 
Service  protection  is  John  F. 
Kennedy  Jr.,  son  of  the  late 
president.  His  sister,  Caroline, 
is  no  longer  protected  by  the 
Secret  Service  because  she  is 
over  1 6. 

By  law,  the  Secret  Service 
provides  protection  for  the 
children  of  former  presidents 
until  they  reach  age  16.  There 
is  no  legal  provision  for 
protecting  members  of  any 
other  prominent  families, 
except  for  presidents  and 
presidential  candidates. 

Another  Treasury 
Department  source  indicated 
that  children  of  the  late 
President  John  F.  Kennedy 
were  not  considered  to  be  the 
object  of  the  threat,  mainly 
because  they  were  not  in  the 
Boston  area  at  the  time. 


Kissinger

by  Greece 

UNITED  NATIONS,  N.  Y. 
(AP)  —  Greece  has  ruled  out 
Secretary  of  State  Heniy  A. 
Kissinger  as  a  mediator  in  its 
deadlock  with  Turkey  over  the 
future  of  Cyprus. 

“I  don’t  see  the  role  of 
Henry  Kissinger  as  a  mediator 
trusted  by  us  and  trusted  by 
the  Turks,”  Greek  Foreign 
Minister  George  Mavros  told  a 
news  conference. 

Mavros  said  he  could 
understand  Kissinger’s  interest 
in  the  Cyprus  situation 
because  of  its  danger  to  world 
peace. 

He  said,  “Any  interest  is 
well  accepted,  but  not  as  an 
official  mediator.” 

Kissinger  in  July  tried 
without  success  by  telephone 
and  through  Undersecretary  of 
State  Joseph  J.  Sisco  to  avert 
the  confrontation  between 
Greece  and  Turkey.  Recently 
he  appeared  to  be  moving 
gradually  into  a  new  major 
peacemaking  effort  on  the 
order  of  his  shuttle  diplomacy 
between  the  Arabs  and  Israelis 
last  winter. 

After  a  cordial  meeting  with 
Mavros,  Kissinger  hinted  to  a 
newsmen  he  might  stop  in 
Cyprus  during  his  trip  to  the 
Middle  East  next  month. 

“The  United  States  is 
prepared  to  do  what  is  useful 
to  bring  about  a  fair  and 
workable  solution,  including 
possibly  my  direct 
involvement,”  he  said.

The  district  is  now  working 
with  the  low  bidder  in  an 
all-out  effort  to  cut  costs  and 
yet  provide  an  adequate 
edifice. 

“The  main  difficulty,” 
points  out  board  member  Bliss 
Crandall,  “has  been  in  getting 
the  cost  of  the  building  and 
the  district’s  financial 
resources  to  coincide.” 

“We  do  not  apologize  for 
our  decisions,”  says  Hansen. 
“We  acted  in  good  faith  on  the 
basis  of  our  best  judgment,  on 
foresight  rather  than 
hindsight.” 

Board  member  Lee 
Farnsworth  challenged  the 
board’s  reasoning  and 
judgment,  but  later  admitted 


that  had  he  been  on  the  board 
at  the  time,  he  might  have 
done  the  same  thing. 

Even  though  the  controversy 
has  been  quieted,  some  hard 
facts  remain.  First,  Provo  will 
not  have  the  new  school 
before  January  1978.  Second, 
financially,  the  project  is  as 
precarious  as  ever. 

“I  feel  better  about  delaying 
the  project  a  year  ago,”  says 
Bliss  Crandall,  “than  I  do 
about  going  ahead  with  it 

Going  ahead  with  the  school 
means,  for  example,  the 
district’s  bonded  indebtedness 
will  be  at  a  rfiaximum  and  its 
resources  will  be  taxed  to  the 
limit  for  ten  years  to  pay 
principal  and  interest  on  that 
indebtedness. 

The  board’s  main  concern 
now  is  to  get  the  most  out  of 
the  building  that  is  going  to  be 
built  in  Edgemont  and  still 
Remain  solvent.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
Justice  Department  officials 
say  President  Ford’s  amnesty 
program  may  exclude 
Vietnam-era  draft  evaders  and 
deserters  who  have  become 
citizens  of  Canada  or  some 
other  country. 

“The  Justice  Department 
now  feels  that  these  people 
would  not  be  eligible  for  the 
program  and  that  if  they  came 
across  the  border  they  would 
run  the  risk  of  immediate 
arrest,”  a  department 
spokesman  said  on  Wednesday. 

But  the  spokesman,  John 
Russell,  added  that  because  of 
past  court  challenges  and  a 
lack  of  clear,  specific  legal 
precedents  on  loss  of  U.S. 
citizenship,  “it’s  still  arguable 
both  ways.” 

In  his  proclamation  on  Sept. 
16  putting  the  conditional 
amnesty  program  into  effect, 
the  President  declared  that 
“this  program  will  not  apply 
to  an  individual  who  is 
precluded  from  re-entering 
under  8  U.S.C.  1182  a  22  or 
other  law.” 

The  statute  cited  bars  from 
re-entering  the  United  States 
any  alien  who  has  left  or 
remained  outside  the  country 
in  order  to  evade  military 
service  during  wartime  or 
national  emergency. 

At  issue  is  whether  U.S. 
citizens  who  have  fled  to 
Canada  or  abroad  and  taken 
out  foreign  citizenship  become 
aliens,  without  formally 
renouncing  their  U.S. 
citizenship. 


Some  students  living  in  the

Delyle  Barton,  housing 
director.

They  were  ordered  this 
summer  but  didn’t  come  in 
when  expected  and  this 
resulted  in  a  two-week 
installation  delay. 

“The  overflow  (commons) 
area  of  Deseret  Towers,” 
according  to  Bruce  Ashton, 
Deseret  Towers’  manager,

Showing  simulated  attacks, 


the  film  demonstrated  how  a 
woman  can  protect  herself  by 
using  ordinary  items  found  in 
the  purse. 

techniques  on  striking  an 
attacker  in  the  face  with  the 
'palm  of  the  hand  and  kicking 
him  in  the  knee  and  groin  were 
also  shown. 

Nielsen  described  some  of 
the  useful  items  that  a  women 
can’  use  to  protect  herself. 
“There  are  many  ordinary 
objects  that  you  find  in  your 
purse  that  can  be  useful  in 


warding  off  an  attacker,”  he 
said. 

“A  comb  has  a  pointed  end 
and  is  very  useful  to  jab  with. 
A  metal  comb  is  better 
because  if  can  also  be  used  to 
rake  across  the  assailant’s 
face,”  he  said. 

“Also,  a  book  or  purse  is 
good  object  to  jab  with  at  the 
nose.  This  may  give  you  just 
enough  time  to  run.” 

“If  there  is  nothing  else  you 
can  do,  then  scream,”  Nielsen 
said.

attacker  wants 
noise.” 

Nielsen,  speaking  on  the 
problems  that  may  initiate  an 
attack,  said,  “We  have  a 
tendency  to  teach  our  women 
to  be  meek.  When  you  are 
attacked  is  not  the  time  to  be 
meek.” 

He  said  another  problem  “is 
that  girls  are  too  carefree 
about  letting  anyone  into  their 
apartments.  Someone  knocks 
on  the  door  and  they  yell, 
‘Come  in,  the  door’s  open.’  ” 

“What  better  invitaion  could 
anyone  have?”  Nielsen  asked. 

“Keep  your  doors  locked,” 
Neilson  counseled.  “You  are 
simply  being  unwise  by  letting 
people  into  your  home 
without  first  asking  for 
identification.”

Nielsen  also  cited  the

Every  43  seconds  a  violent 
crime  is  committed  in 
America,  he  noted.  “Rapists 
are  not  simply  seeking  sex,  but.

Asked  whether  he  felt  the 
President  and  national 
Republican  leaders  felt  the 
Utah  Senate  race  was  a 
particularly  important  one, 
Garn  said  “I  think  that  is  true.

After  two  games,  BYU’s 
football  team  is  ahead  of  its 
opponents  statistically  except 
in  one  area— games  won. 

In  WAC  standings,  BYU 
ranks  first  in  defense  against 
the  rush,  allowing  only  124 
yards  per  game.  Team  defense 
ranks  second  to  UTEP.  On  the 
offensive  side,  Gary  Sheide  is 
second  with  .620  completion 
average  and  John  Betham  is 
second  in  pUnt  returns  with 
10.7  yards  gained  per  return. 

Jeff  Blanc,  the  super 
sophomore,  has  an  average  of 
134  yards  per  game,  making 
him  fourth  among  the  power 
runners  of  the  WAC. 

These  statistics  look  even 
more  bewildering  when  they 
are7  compared  to  the 
...opponents’  statistics  in  the 
'  same- games. 

BYU  has  gained  36  first 
downs  to  their  opponents’  28. 
In  rushing  totals,  BYU  has 
gained  331  yards  to  248  of  its 
opponents,  with  324  yards 
passing  to  the  opponents’  274 
yards.  That  makes  a  total  of 
635  yards  for  the  cats  to  522 
yards  given  up. 

With  these  statistics,  what 
do  the  Cougars  have  to  look 
forward  to  in  Ames,  Iowa, 
Saturday?  According  to  LaVell 
Edwards,  head  football  coach, 
“Iowa  State’s  team  is  much 
the  same  as  last  year’s  They 
have  a  very  strong  running 
game,  and  they  have  good 
passing  to  go  with  it.  In  many 
respects,  they  are  a  lot-  like 
Utah  State,  which  means  we’ll 
have  our  hands  full.” 

The  Cyclones  of  Iowa  State 
are  as  anxious  for  a  win  as  the 
cougars  are.  This  will  be  their 
first  home  game  after  losing 
two  rough,  road  contests  to 
Texas  Tech  and  Washington. 

Saturday’s  game  will  be  the 
fourth  meeting  between  the 
two  teams,  and  the  Cyclones 
have  won  the  first  three.  The 
last  contest  was  a  26-24  grass 
burner  in  Provo.  Iowa  State 
has  also  topped  the  cats  28-20 
and  10-0.

(they  had  a  1-2  mark  prior  to 
meeting  ISU)  and  it  was 
played  before  25,580  fans  in 
Provo. 

BYU,  trailing  7-23  midway 
through  the  third  quarter, 
exploded  with  some  points.  A 
-Gary  Sheide-to-Jay  Miller  pass 
eventually  brought  the  score 
within  striking  distance,  24-27. 
The  Cougars  recovered  an 
on-side  kick  on  ISU’s  45-yard 
line.  A  holding  penalty 
nullified  a  TD  pass  from 
Sheide  to  Mik  Pistorius,  and  a 
last-second  field  goal  attempt 
by  Dev  Duke  went  wide, 
sending  the  BIG-8  school 
home  a  winner. 

BYU  ended  with  511  total 
yards  offensively  to  ISU’s  318 
total  yards.  Sheide  had  439 
yards  passing. 

Sheide,  having  been 
intercepted  eight  times  in  the 
first  two  games,  might  be  on 
the  lookout  for  ISU’s' “Barry 
Hill.  They  call  him'  the 
interception  ace.  From  his 
corner  back  spot  last  year,  Hill 
took  eight  passes  from  their 
intended  receivers.  Hill  enters 
1  9  74  with  12  career 
interceptions  and  needs  just 
five  more  to  tie  Darrell  Royal’s 
league  record  of  1 7. 

Probably  more  of  a  threat  to 
the  Cougars  is  ISU’s  Tom 
Goedjen,  the  field  goal  kicker. 
According  to  ISU,  Goedjen 
was  rated  No.  1  in 
placekicking  in  major  college 
circles  on  the  basis  of  his  field 
goal  percentage,  distance  per 
try  and  scoring.  Goedjen’s 
kicked  for  70  points  last 
season. 


Another  familiar  face. to  the 
grid  Cats  defense  will  be 
sophomore  quarterback  Buddy 
Hardeman.  Hardeman  started 
his  varsity  career  last  year 
against  the  Cougars  and  was 
given  credit  for  the  win. 

Hardeman  had  his  second 
starting  opportunity  against 
Missouri,  a  17-7  Cyclone 
victory,  and  the  next  week 
helped  beat  Oklahoma  State 
by  rushing  for  138  yards  and  a 
touchdown  and  passing  for  85 
yards  and  two,  more  scores. 

Coach  .Edwards  commented 
on  a  few  changes  in  the 
starting  lineup  for  Saturday’s 
game. 

“Freshman  Keith  Uperesa, 
2  5  0-pound  offensive  tackle, 
will  start  in  the  left  tackle 
position  ahead  of  Dave  Meteer. 
Tim  Mahoney  will  get  time  at 
the  fullback  spot,  Dev  Duke 
will  dp  the  kicking,  Craig 
VanLeeuwen  will  be  at  the 
split  end  position  and  Joe 
Livingston  will  fill  a  left  corner 
place. 

Talking  of  the  game  plan  for 
ISU,  Edwards  said,  “We  go 
into  every  game  with  the  idea 
of  winning.  Last  year  we  had 
our  running  backs  hurt  so  we 
passed  a  lot.

Sensitivity  to  people 
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Unlikely  proposal? 


One  of  the  unfortunate  consequences  of  being  caught  in  a  lie 
is  that  no  one  will  want  to  believe  you  again,  regardless  of  the 
matter. 


The  case  of  Richard  Nixon  and  his  trombophlebitis  is  a  case  in 
point,  and  that  is  a  little  sad.  A  current  joke  in  Washington  says : 
“Richard  Nixon  may  not  listen  to  Dr.  Tkach  but  he’ll  certainly 
take  advice  from  Dr.  Miller.”  Perhaps  the  joke  says  more  about 
the  wag  who  tells  it  than  it  does  about  Mr.  Nixon. 

Dr.  Walter  Tkach  is,  of  course,  the  former  White  House 
physician  who  two  weeks  ago  was  unsuccessful  in  getting  Nixon 
to  enter  the  hospital  for  treatment  of  his  inflamed  leg.  Jack 
Miller  is  Nixon’s  lawyer  who,  the  joke  implies,  is  attempting  to 
use  the  former  president’s  leg  ailment  as  an  excuse  to  keep  him 
from  having  to  give  a  deposition  in  a  civil  suit  or  having  to 
appear  as  a  witness  in  the  Oct.  1  Watergate  trial. 

So  what  else  is  new?  Were  Miller  or  any  other  lawyer 
defending  another  client  in  a  similar  situation,  the  tactics  would 
be  the  same.  Special  Prosecutor  Leon  Jaworski  is  familiar  with 
the  tactic  and  has  said  that  should  Miller  make  such  a  claim  oh 
behalf  of  his  client,  he  would  consider  taking  the  “customary 
step”  of  having  an  independent  medical  team  make  the  final 
determination.  And  that  will  be  that. 

What  if,  however,  Nixon  is  in  as  serious  a  condition  as  Dr. 
Tkach  and  Nixon’s  personal  physician,  Dr.  John  Lungren,  have 
said? 

The  respected  psychoanalyst  Dr.  Samuel  Silverman,  believes 
Mr.  Nixon’s  phlebitis  to  be  psychosomatic  and  believes  its 
severity  can  be  determined  by  the  degree  of  intense  emotional 
upheaval  he  has  experienced  in  the  last  year. 

Psychiatrist  Roy  W.  Menninger  concurs.  “There  isn’t  any 
question  that  a  man  who  has  been  through  what  Mr.  Nixon  has 
been  through  is  extremely  vulnerable  to  serious  illness . . .” 

Perhaps  it  would  be  more  judicious,  more  fair,  to  refrain  from 
imputing  the  most  sinister  motives  to  Mr.  Nixon’s  actions, 
regardless  of  past  conduct,  until  an  objective  evaluation  of  the 


medical  facts  can  be  made.

BYU  produces 
“disappointingly  few  true  scholars,”  as  claimed 
in  the  recent  Monday  Magazine  article,  “BYU 
still  falls  short?” 

Is  it  true,  as  asserted  in  the  article,  that  only 
a  “handful  of  truly  great  Mormon  scholars” 
can  be  considered  significant  contributors  to 
the  prophetic  destiny  of  BYU? 

Unfortunately,  there  is  no  way  to  answer 
these  questions,  for  who  can  predict  which  of 
the  many  things  BYU  people  now  are  doing 
will  ultimately  bring  the  most  recognition  and 
growth  to  the  institution  in  the  years  to  come? 
History  demonstrates  that  a  discovery  or 
invention,  not  widely  recognized  at  the  time, 
may  eventually  prove  of  profound  significance. 
For  example,  when  the  Wright  brothers  got 
,  their  plane  off  the  ground  in  Kitty  Hawk,  N.C., 
did  anyone  dream  of  the  cultural  revolution 
they  would  trigger? 

So  let’s  recognize  that  head  counting  and 
pigeonholing  BYU  scholars  is  really  not  very 
scientific.  Moreover,  this  exercise  no  doubt 
leaves  many  readers  feeling  that  someone  is 
stepping  on  their  toes  while  trying  to  help 
them  up.  Yet,  we  should  recognize  that  the 
author  of  the  article  has  some  good  ideas. 

First,  the  author  presented  the  beginning  of  a 
great  reading  list-Dante,  Homer,  Voltaire, 
Burke,  Aquinas  and  Mill.  Most  students,  upon 
encountering  the  works  of  these  authors,  have 
very  likely  been  captured  to  some  extent  by 
their  genius.  The  lasting  moral  issues  most  of 
these  men  wrote  about  are  interesting  and 
promote  reflection  and  introspection.  This 
could  be  a  strong  plus  in  favor  of  making  these 
writings  the  core  of  the  general  education 
requirements. 

On  the  other  hand,  if  the  list  of  authors  is 
made  too  long  and  this  exhaustive  moral 
education  is  then  coupled  with  a  thorough 
technical  education,  the  work  load  could 
become  too  great  to  allow  graduation  in  four 
years. 

And  then  we  would  find  out  in  a  hurry  just 
how  much  of  a  sacred  cow  the  four-year 
graduation  time  is  for  the  baccalaureate  degree. 

Another  excellent  proposal  the  author  called 
for  was  “the  dethroning  of  dogma.”  Our 
Mormon  heritage  has  given  us  a  wealth  of  truth 
and  knowledge.  However,  this  knowledge 
doesn’t  shine  very  brightly  in  the  passive 
acceptance  environment  where  it  is  often 
found.  The  author  suggests  that  “divergent 
viewpoints”  of  the  world  at  large  be  taught  and 
discussed  on  campus  and  in  the  classroom.  The 
truth  would  show  up  much  better  against  a 
background  of  half-truth  and  error. 

To  make  this  work,  many  teachers  would 
have  to  hit  the  books,  rewrite  those  lesson 
plans  and  put  more  zest  and  testimony  into' 
their  lectures  and  presentations.

Mr.  Salisbury’s  editorial  concerning  the  value 
of  the  5  5-mile-per-hour  speed  limit  is  perhaps 
the  poorest  example  of  editorial  writing  I  have 
ever  read.  I  do  not  expect  to  agree  with  every 
editorial  opinion  expressed  in  a  newspaper; 
what  I  do  expect  is  a  clear  and  logical 
presentation  of  the  argument. 

In  an  editorial  critical  of  the  5  5  m.p.h.  speed 
limit,  Mr.  Salisbury’s  only  logical  statement, 
that  the  savings  of  lives  would  be  sufficient 
justification  for  the  reduction  in  speed,  is  in 
support  of  the  speed  limit!  His  arguments 
against  the  speed  limit  are  illogical,  to  say  the 
least. 

Safety  devices  such  as  seat  belts  were  in 
general  use  before  the  speed  limit  was  lowered. 
Freeways  have  been  undergoing  improvement 
for  years.  The  number  of  cars  on  the  road  has 
not  been  significantly  reduced.  These  factors 
may  account  for  some  saving  of  lives,  but  they 
hardly  account  for  the  sudden,  substantial  drop 
in  the  traffic  death  toll  which  accompanied  the 
lowering  -of  the  speed  limit  (a  drop  which 
returned  the  fatality  rate  to  that  of  a 
generation  ago  when  there  were  no  seat  belts  or 
super-highways  -  just  lower  speeds). 

True,  more  accidents  do  occur  at  slower 
speeds,  but  only  because  there  are  more  cars  on 
city  streets  than  on  the  highway  (with  more 
congestion,  intersections,  pedestrians,  etc.).
